Ai this time, when all of the 
available logs in the St. Croix have been 
disposed of, the lumbermen arc watching 
with ic venal* interest the movement of 
this jam, and altern Isling upon the pro!** • 
bility of speedly breaking it up. The !*tu 
is the largest which has formed at this 
point since tbs one of lit teen years ago, 
when thirty million feet of logs were 
wedged together into oik* liugli pele, only 
to be broken after severs! weeks labor. In 
last year's jam there wcrtabouttsn million 
feet, but the river was in urb higher and 
the logs were lower dos u than now, eo 
that it was broken in a lea days. The 
present jam extends from the dalles up 
to the new (touring mill,over one hall a 
mile. 
How it was formed is stated by a resi­ 
dent, who watched the movement of the 
logs as they combined into this mass, as

As to the 
number of feet of logs In the jam even men 
who are accustomed to tusking such esti­ 
mates widely differ. Some regard the jam 
to contain 15,000,000 feet, while others 
place it as high as 30,000,000; 20,000,000 
feet woald be a liberal estimate. Of counc­ 
il Is only a matter of speculation ss to the 
tune when it will be broken, as the Icgs 
are running In almost as (ast as coming out. 
It will be four or five days, probably, al 
the earliest, and possibly it may be two 
wetks.

The City Fathers gathered in regular 
couarti last evening, the Mayor presiding 
and a full board being present. 
Among the petitions, memorials Ac., 
presented was the request of the Board of 
Education for $14,500 for school purposes 
daring the coming year ; the announce­ 
ment ot the election of William Airis as a 
fireman ; the report of the Chief Engi­ 
neer of the Fire Department, already pub- 
fished in the Gazette, and sundry bills and 
account^ which were referred to the pro­ 
per committees. 
Alderman Fitzgibbon, of the Gas Light 
Committee, reported concerning the locat­ 
ing of additional lamp-posts, and stated 
that there was only money enough to pay 
for the next quart er's gas bills, and none 
for paying the expense of more posts. la 
accordance with his recommendation the 
matter was laid over until there should be 
a sufficiency of funds raised. 
The bill of Alderman Fitzgibbon tor 
four months services as engineer of the 
West Side Eagine, was the cause of a di­ 
vided report by the Fire Committee. Ald. 
Vankirk, of that committee requested 
more time and was granted it. The other 
two members, Aldermen Church and Hem­ 
ming, reported in favor of paying the bill, 
but after sonic discussion withdrew their 
report. 
The report of Chiel Engineer You cg 
was received, read and placed on file. 
Mayor Norcross suggested that there was 
some portion of that report which demand 
cd more than a passing notice, as for in - 
stance, the question of the advisability of 
purchasing the horses, instead of hiring 
them, lie thought it would be not only 
respectful'to the Chief Engineer, bat expe­ 
dient for the Council to consider some of 
these points more carefully by having some 
committee examine tho matter. On the 
•trongth of tho suggestion the report 
was referred to the Fire Committee again. 
Alderman Lawrence of the Finance 
Committee wanted the rules suspended for 
the passage of certain bills, they being for 
the construction of the fence along River 
street, and the workmen needing the mon­ 
ey. The Council refused to allow the sus­ 
pension, and the report was received and 
the bills laid oyer under the rules. 
The bill of Spooner White, for services 
rendered in the smail-pox case, was order­ 
ed paid, and the Clerk was instructed to 
present the bill to the County Board, and 
endeavor to get (he amount paid back to 
the city. 
Alderman Davies called up the water­ 
works question. He had talked with vari* 
out members of the citizens, committee and 
others, and found that it was a general de ­ 
sire that some one or ones should go to 
Ottumwa and sec how similar works were 
liked there. He moved that the Mayor 
appoint two members of the Council, and 
two of the Citizens’ Committee to go to Ot­ 
tumwa for that purpose. 
This called out some discussion as to 
who was to pay the expenses, and as to the 
advisability ot taking said action now, but 
it was finally decided that Captain Ed­ 
ward Huger and Hon. H. B. Eldredge, of 
the Citizens' Committee, should be asked 
to go on this mission, these gentlemen to 
donate their time, an I the city to pay their 
expenses, it was also decided that two 
members of the Council Committee, hav­ 
ing the same muter under advisement, 
should be appointed to go under the same 
conditions. The Mayor was not prepared 
tv name the two at this meeting, but prom­ 
ised to do so on or before the next. 
Alderman McKinney introduced an or­ 
der that hereafter all claims and demand9 
against any of the ward funds should be 
approved by both Aldermen of the ward. 
on whose funds the demand was made, be­ 
fore tho precaution of the claim to the 
Council, R od that the Council shall not take 
action on said claim until some meeting 
subsequent to the one at which it was pre­ 
sented. 
This called forth some discussion, several 
of the Aldermen objecting to the order, aa 
it was impracticable, and because some­ 
times an Alderman was away from the city 
when work was done m his ward, and the 
bill could not bi* paid until his return, and 
eyen after his return such alderman could 
not honestly approve the bill as he would 
not Know anything about it, 
Alderman McKinney insisted that it 
would save many unpleasant scenes in the 
Council Chamber, which had occurred be­ 
cause colleagues misunderstood each other* 
and were not both familiar with the bill 
preseuted. 
Both aldermen in a ward 
should know what was going on in their 
own ward. 
The order was laid over under the rules. 
Alderman McKinney, of the Committee 
on Parks, called up the subject of Improv­ 
ing the city park. Tho committee appoint­ 
ed by the County Board, and the city com­ 
mittee had consulted together, and docided 
that it was best to proceed at once with the 
improvements. 
It was proposed to build 
gravel walks from the corners on Court 
street and South First street up to the 
Court House, these walks lo be eight feet 
wide. The County would tbuild in fron of 
the Court House a driveway twenty feet in 
width,and the committee deemed It advis­ 
able to build a plank sidewalk across the 
hill east of the Court House for the benefit 
of school children and others, so that they 
would not be trampling down the grass. 
The gravel walks to be built by the city 
will cost about $213 without stone curbing* 
and about $300 more with stone curbing. 
The County was ready to go ahead with its 
work, and the City should take action at 
once. The committee desired to have au­ 
thority granted them to go on with the 
work, but on motion of Alderman Fl'r- 
glbbon the matter was postponed until the 
next session of the Council. 
On motion cf Alderman Davies a com­ 
mittee of three was appointed to employ 
persona to whitewash and repair the coun­ 
cil room and the city offices, the Mayor 
naming as such committee, Aldermen 
Hutchinson, Lawrence and Joyce. 
Alderman Fitrgibbon moved »lhet the 
Committee on Roads aud Highway a cut 


ploy a man to cut all the thistles in the 
city. Alter some discussion this was with* 
drawn and adjournment was taken.
